5-peed  Limit  to  Conserve  Tires 

In  line  with,  a  recent  order  issued  bj-  the  Director  of  Defense  Trans- 
portation the  Secretary/'  has  called  attention  to  the  necessity-'  for 
additional  care  in  the  conservation  of  tires.    All  AMA  employees 
therefore  are  expected  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  following  require- 
ments in  all  driving  and  in  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  on 
official  business: 

"The  Director  of  Defense  Transportation  has  ordered  tha.t  no  motor 
vehicle  shall  he  driven  at  a,  speed  in  excess  of  thirty-five  miles 
per  hotir,   except  at  the  direction  of  the  ailitarcy  or  na.val  forces, 
or  in  ai;.  emergency'  for  tlie  protection  or  preservation  of  life  or 
health  or  for  public  sa.fety  and  then  onlj  at  a  speed  -hich  is  rea.son— 
a-ble  under  conditions  prevailing  at  the  time, 

"All  employees  who  operate  motor  vehicles,  ".'hether  o^^ned  by  the  Depa,rt— 
ment  or  personally  o-^-T^ed,  on  official  business  mst  be  notified  of 
tnis  order.     It  must  be  strictl:/  observed.  " 
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
